ODESSA, June IS.— The Novosti of 


this city, published a dispatch 
today 


from its correspondent at Bialystok, say- 
ing: 


"Z personally counted 
two 
hundred 


and ninety Jewish corpses, a great num- 
ber of which were horribly mutilated. 
Only six Christians were killed and oiglit 
wounded." 


BIALYSTOK, Russia, June 18, noon.— ' 


Quiet reigns'' today throughout this de- 
vastated town. Firing WHS heard at mid- 
night on the outskirts of Bialystok near 
the cemetery, but no further disorders 
have occurred. The total figures of the 
casualties' nrc not available, but the sev- 
enty bodies were buried today. This is 
claimed to be less than half the total of 
the killed. Jewish estimates say that 
not leas than 200 wer.e killed. The num- 
ber of wounded is enormous. Surgeons 
have arrived here from Warsaw to as- 
sist tho overworked staffs of the hospit- 
als in caring for the ir.jurod. A few in- 
stances of the excesses were the bestiali- 
ty and brutality with which the victims 
of the massacre were treated.. Some of 
the corpses 'were more inasscs.of pulped 
flesh, the wounded in some caijes ha^Ytnjf

manufacture on the label and to insert 
ing the words "in tiie judgment of the 
secretary., of agriculture," thus making 
the secretary the final authority regard 
ing the measure. 


HAILED WITH JOY.

as saviours by the population, who flock 
out of their houses with pathetic joy 
and relief. As the commissioners p:i>s 
through the streets, the people call down 
blessings on their heads and give them 
accounts of their sufferings. 


The commandant of the troops has 


furnished the commissioners with an es- 
cort and has promised them every facil- 
ity in conducting their investigation. 


PUT BAN ON DISPATCHES. 


ST. PETERSBURG, June IS.— Nothing 


has been received here from the parlia- 
mentary commission sent to Binlystok to 
inquire into the report upon the massa- 
cre of Jews. It is evident that the au- 
thorities will not allow any dispatches 
to be sent from the terror stricken town 
which is regarded as ample proof of the 
horror of the situation. The last tele- 
gram known to have been received here 
reached M, Ostrogarski, a member of the 
lower house of parliament from Grodno 
yesterday. It was as follows, 


INSTIGATED BY, OFFICIALS. ~ 


"The Jewish outrage at Bialystok was 


produced by provocation. The police 
participated in it and the troops actively 
supported the rioters. The military au- 
thorities now have 
full 
control. The 


governor geenral has left the city. Per- 
sons who tried to leave Bialystok were 
killed at the railroad station and others 
who succeeded in reaching the open 
fields outside the town were run down 
by dragoons. 
There seems no hope of 


stopping the attacks. The number of vic- 
tims is large, While this appeal for im- 
mediate assistance is being written we 
hear about us the sound of volleys." 


RIOTERS ARE WARNED. 


WARSAW, June 18.— The chief of po- 


lice of Warsaw today issued a proclama- 
tion warning the people against the ef- 
forts to provoke a racial hatred and stat- 
ing'that every attempt at rioting will be 
mercilessly suppressed by force of arms. 


Anti Jewish riots have broken out at 


Zabludow and Gouiondz, in the province 
Of Grodno. 


MORE REPORTS OF VIOLENCE. 
BERLIN,. June 18. — The Jewish socie- 


ty today received a telegram from Gra- 
jewo, Russian Poland,

He did not serve in the rebellion as a sol- 
dier, but instead devoted his wealth and 
energies to the Union cause in a .way 
that brought results he could not have- 
achieved had he donned the blue in de- 
fense of his country.

recognize this and annually MT. Simmons 
receives a large delegation of veterans in 
his home in Kenosha. He was one of 
the founders of the telegraph interests 
which arc today those of the Western 
Union, and during the civil wnr he waa 
active in organizing and equipping men 
for the front, and the only reason he re- 
mained behind was because of urgent 
suggestions by friends, who realized what 
ho wits doing in behalf of the govern- 
ment, as a.private citizen.

RETURN SHAMEFACEDLY

Madisonians, persuaded by the prophecy 
of an ignorant negro that thc city would 
be destroyed yesterday by tidal waves 


from the lakes to leave town over Sun- 
day, now see the humor of their fears 
and actions. 


Tho shimmering lakes still shimmer, 


thc squirrels in Capitol park still frisk 
about among the big trees, and pianos in 
thc fraternity and sorority houses are- 
working overtime as usual. Even the 
perpetual corps of surveyors on thc up- 
per campus this morning did not notice 
a change in the expanse of ground. 


One thousand people who left Madison 


Saturday night on account of the proph- 
ecy of an ignorant negro street exhortor 
that the city would sink and be engulfed 
returned by train, boat, and team last 
night. 


The absurdity of the prophecy is now 


appealing to the humor of the communi- 
ty. Graduates of the state university, 
professional men, 'leading business men 
and clubmen became so alarmed at the 
prophecy uf tho unschooled negro that 
they fled from the city in hundreds, tak- 
ing their families, money, and other port- 
able valuables. 


The prophecy of the negro did not 


come tnic; there were no unusual dis- 
turbances here yesterday. Crowds went 
to picnics, baseball games, and other 
amusements as usual. There was no UB- 


i ciual accident of any kind.

WASHINGTON, 
Juno 15.—Secretary 


J.oeb today gave out the following sura- 
miiry of the1 letter President Roosevelt 
•wrote to Chairman Wads-worth of the 
house committee on agriculture disap 
proving of thut committee's .substitute 
for the Bcveridgc amendment to the ag- 
ricultural bill regarding the inspection of 
meat products: 


"In the letter to-Mr. Wadsworth the 


president 
stated 
that

change in the proposed house amendment 
•\vns a cliangc for the worse as compared 
with the-senate amendments, and that 
no matter how unintentionally, it was, in 
the president's judgment, so framed as 
to minimize the chance of rooting out 
the evils in the packing business; that 
the president felt that it would doubt- 
loss suit these packers who objected to a 
thorough going inspection, but thut he 
also felt it would in the long run be a 
heavy blow to the honest stock raiser 
and the honest packer; that the proposal! 
amendment woiild gravely hamper the 
'secretary of agriculture in doing -the 
work appointed for him to do and would 


, simply defer the day -n-hcn we could rq- 
: store the foreign and interstate trade on 
' the meitt to a' satisfactory-position. The 


president has explained verbally, that he 
is far less tbncernod with' the'.question 
as to whether the packers or the govern- 
ment should pay for the inspection tliau 
with uertain other features in. the bill." 


COMMITTEE TO STAND 'TAT," 


Chairman Wadsworth 
o'f the 
house 


committee on agriculture, suys lie shall 
make no statement whatever regarding 
the president's criticism of the meat in- 
spection amendment. 


Other members of the committee who 


attended .the informal conference today, 
say thut the comimttee will stand "pat" 
on the substitute. 


After the conference with members oE 


his committee, who voted fcr the substi- 
tute, Mr.-Wadsworth discussed the mat- 
ter with Speaker Cannou. 


It is pointed out by Representative 


&dama of Wisconsin, Brooks of Colorado 
and Lorimer of Illinois, members of the 
committee that the lack of night inspec- 
tion to which the president calls atten- 
tion as being a fault of the substitute 
is provided for in two paragraph? of the 
substitute bill. In one place the lan- 
guage is: 
''Snid inspectors shall have ac- 


cess at'all times to.every part.of said 
establishment." In another referring to 
the inspection to be made, the language 
is "during the night time, as well as dur- 
ing the day time, when the slaughtering 
of said cattle, sheep, swine and goats or 
the preparation of said food products is 
conducted during the night time." 


BLOW AT CIVIL SERVICE. 


The civil service commissioners are dis- 


turbed over the provision in the meat in- 
spection bill prepared by the house com- 
mittee on agriculture regarding the ap- 
pointment of the inspectors to be''em- 
playcd. As drawn the bill makca it man- 
datory for the secretary of agriculture 
to appoint the inspectors from time to 
time, but there are no restrictions placed 
•upon the secretary as to the character of 
the inspectors to be appointed. The 
qualifications of the inspectors are not 
set forth. 


Commisisoner Green said: "If the bill 


passes in that form, forty-five persons 
now on the civil service eligible list for 
appointment as meat inspectors in all 
probability will go unappointed, 'inns- 
much as it is fair to presume that politi- 
cal pressure will have weight in filling 
the places." 


CALLS MEASURE INADEQUATE. 


The president in his letter to the chair- 


man of the committee on 
agriculture 


characterizes the house .sub.-titute as 
•wholly inadequate—objectionable in all 
essential particulars in that it is a pack- 
ers' and not a people's measure. While 
he doos not say he would veto the agri- 
cultural appropriation bill carrying the 
house meat inspection amendment, he de- 
clares that if he docs sign the bill under 
the circumstances he will add memoran- 
da calling attention to the fact that the 
inspection provisions are inadequate and 
disapproved of by him. 


The effect of such action will be to 


keep up the agitation that has aroused 
iiuct a sensation all over the world in 
the last few weeks, and possibly make 
what otherwise would stand as a guar-' 
antee of healthful and cleanly products 
» negative quantity. In other words, the 
executive' memoranda would be a .warn- 
in" to other nations and to" American 
consumers thnt they were not getting 
what they might otherwise think the leg- 
islation of the national congress assured 
them in buying meat products for their 
tables. And so the heavy losses to the 
packwi mifiht continue, to the destruo-: 


tion of their hope of rebuilding their 
trade through the quieting of previously 
existing fears. 


CANNON GIVES, IN. 


Speaker Cannon, who' is..generally re- 


sponsive to public' opinions when he Is 
convinced that it is the real thing, has 
yielded to the clamor aroused by the leg- 
islative strangle of the pure food bill and 
announced yesterday that he is prepared 
t« report a rule giving two days' consid- 
eration of that measure beginning on 
Tuesday. 


This action is in line with the request 


of President lioosevelt, who wrote a let- 
ter to Speaker Cannon intimating that 
the pure food bill was a.matter of such 
immense importance to the people, par- 
ticularly at this time in view of the rev- 
elations in the meat business, that the 
house ought to take immediate action.

Dramatic Scene in House as "Uncle 


Joe" Takes tlie Floor, Thunders 


of Applause Greeting Him

WASHINGTON, D. C., Juno 15.—Not 


in years has the house of representatives 
witnessed fl. more dramatic scene than 
yestcrdny, incident to the adoption of 
the conference report on statehood. 


Marcus A. Smitii, the delegate from 


Arizona, took occasion-in a guarded way 
to insinuate that thorn had been undue 
influence used in postponing an agree- 
ment. 


Smarting under tvhat he believed to be 


a direct insinuation apainpt him, Speak- 
er Cannon impetuously left the chair, 
calling Jlr. DaJznll to the desk, and tak- 
ing a position in the aisle opposite the 
seat which ho occupied for many years 
until chosen speaker, he asked the Speak- 
er pro tern for five minutes to explain 
hif 
position. 
Thunders of applause

Again and again waves of, ap- 


plause swept over the ehnsnber, Demo- 
crats and Kepublians participating. Fi- 
nally order was restored and then, meas- 
uring every word, Speaker Cannon said: 


Mr. Speaker, as a member of the house 


during this session, as at all other ses- 
sions, I have represented my constituen- 
cy nnd acted for the whole people accord- 
ing to my best judgment. The coming 
into tlio union of Oklahoma, and the In- 
dian Territory meets my approval. If T 
hnd my choice and 
were supreme, 
I 


would infinitely prefer to- see Oklahoma 
and the Indian Territory come separate- 
ly with an aggregate population of two 


d almost one-half millions, with four 


senators, rather than to see New Mexico 
and Arizona come together, and, God 
knows, rather than to sec them come 
singly with about 300.000 population with 
four senators. 


I do not yield at this moment. There 


is no separate vote for Oklahoma. There- 
is n. separate vote, however, as to the 
other two. So mueh for that. I do not 
propose to go into the merits of this 
proposition. I would not have taken tho 
floor "had not the honorable gentleman, 
the delegate from Arizona (Mr. Smith), 
made, the remark that there was a high 
penalty for the governor of thnt terri- 
tory to attempt to influence legislation, 
or 'for one legislative body or its mem- 
bership to traffic in legislation with the 
other, in order to secure other legisla- 
tion, if I correctly state him. 


That remark could have had but one 


motive and one meaning, and that mean- 
ing is that some.one in the house has 
sought to affect legislation in the house 
as a matter of traffic in order to secure 
action upon this matter in the senate. 
That imputation, implied so -far n« it re- 
flects upon the speaker of this house, 
and, so far as I know, o_r believe, upon 
any other member of this house, is un- 
worthy oj the gentleman that uttered it, 


and without foundation in fact. (Loud 
applause). 


If it was necessary to furnish proof of. 


this statement, I look about me here on 
my own side of'the house on members 
with whom I disagreed touching the pro- 
gress of this bill from time to time, and 
upon that side of the house, and I pause 
and invite any member present who has 
the least intimation, knowledge, or even 
belief, that the statement implied in the 
insinuation of the gentlemen is true, to 
say so. 


When Speaker Cannon finished the 


house was in an uproar. It could not be 
controlled uor did the presiding officer 
make any effort toward controlling it. 
Members'who had sat in silence during 
the delivery of tho'spocch. Democrats and 
Republicans alike,' collected around the 
speaker to shake him by the hand and 
tell him how glad they were that the 
long drawn tight for statehood had been 
happily ended in a compromise and that 
his speech voiced the sentiment of the 
members. 


SMITH'S OFFENSIVE WOKDS. 


Delegate Smith, in his speech, to which 


the speaker took offense, said: 


MY. Speaker, three times through the 


house of representatives, twice Democra- 
tic and once Republican, and in a Re- 
publican house having the support 
of 


several members now on this territorial 
committee, we have succeeded in passing 
hills for the creation of separate states 
out of Now Mexico and Arizona. 
The 


less said about the wny this hilHins fared 
the better for the history of this con- 
gress. 


There is a law in Arizona, that if one 


legislator trades with another on the 
Ipirislation before that body he is guilty 
of n high misdemeanor, and if the gover- 
nor shall attempt, in that benighted land, 
to influence lesislntion by promises of 
velo or the withholding of reto to secure 
other legislation he goes to the peniten- 
tiary under the laws of that land.

house for what it lias ultimately done. 
At the next session of this 
congress,

shall "demonstrate to this house whether 
or not. in spite of what I conceive to be 
a. bribe.of . 
(Ni,non.OOO in this bill—and I 


rejected that before the committee—we 
have, a people above such consideration. 
I have no doubt we will come hack with 
such a veto on the proposed proceedings 
that it is the last we will hear nt joint 
statehood between

TOR NIAGARA FAl.T.S. 


At last the public interest attaching 


lo the preservation of Niagara Fulls, as 
one of. if not the greatest scenic exhibitions 
of nature in our wonderful country, has 
effected nn entrance in the national legis- 
lature. President Roosevelt has in sev- 
eral ways indicated his interest nnd im- 
pressed lus ideas upon the lines of stop- 
ping tho water appropriations and issue 
no further franchises. The efforts mndo 
in Now York law. been practically nulli- 
fied by Governor Higgins' refusal to per- 
mit the. legislative act to take effect, and 
it was in this state where the real fight 
had to be made, provided those worn 
right' who averted congress hnd no 
authority over the flowing waters. Op- 
posed to'thi* view were those who strong- 
ly believed congress did possess 
full 


authority and were it so disposed might 
control the franchise power and even ter- 
minate u.dsting privileges 
given.

"what also interested American citizens 


. was the fact that while Canada was also 
. giving franchises freely to rights to eon- 


vert the waters (lowing over the falls, it 
further required ami exnetcd a handsome 
compensation annually therefor, but on 
our side the compensation was mythical 
in its realization and practically nothing 
at all wns required from those presented 
with invaluable water powers.

Fin- 
ish by beating in the whites of two eggs, 
beate'n dry. Bake on n hot griddle. Two 
cups of buttermilk or sour milk with one 
teaspoonful of soda mny take the place.

Ginger Snaps.—One cup of butter and 


l.ird mixed, one-half cup sugar; one cup 
Xew Orleans molasses,- one teaspoonful

table-spoonfuls, ginger.- Beat well .and 
handle lightly. Roll out' very thin,.cut 
and bake in a hot oven. Bake- on the 
slide, so that they'will brown';quickly 
without raising and be very brittle.. This 
recipe is very: fine. I make soft, ginger 
cake by the same recipe, only adding 
two teuspoonfuls. baking powder and 
using one-half the quantity of flour—one j iuen'ts have been allowed to escape, 
and a half cups.

TRAIN STUDENTS FOR JOURNALISM 


State UnlTtr.ltr Gives if«w Count la Pre- 


paration for Newspaper Work, 


MADISOy, Wis., June, 16—The train- 


ing of students for newspaper work is a 
new field of activity which the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin lias entered upon dur- 
ing the past year, und which is to be de- 
veloped and extended next year. While 
there have always been a number of stud- 
ents in the university preparing for jour- 
nalistic work, no particular provision has 
been1 made for giving 
them , practical 


training in the details of newspaper work 
until the beginning of the present year. 
At that time a course in newspaper writ- 
ing was offered in the English depart- 
ment, and was elected by some thirty 
students interested in journalism. As a 
result, of the enthusiasm manifested by 
the students in this new work, a Univer- 
sity 3?ress club was organized with ' a 
membership of fifty. For next year a 
four years' course has been'outlined for 
students prepimnj

GIVKS PRACTICAL TRAINING. 


The course in newspaper writing offer-

Eleyer, who has had experience in news- 
paper work, has been designed to give 
the students practical training in reportr 
ing.

that the building with one hundred and 
fifty unfortunate people is only a few 
rods from the railway right of way.

"Unseasonably cold, gloomy weather 


has prevailed in northwestern Europe, es- 
pecially in Great Britain und 
France 


throughout the greater part 
of May. 


There have also- been brief spells of re- 
markably low temperature in parts of 
Italy and Spain. In'eastern Europe on 
the contrary notably in the great grnin- 
producing provinces of Russia, the month 
has been exceptionally genial and spring- 
like. In northwestern Europe, thc grow- 
ing crops already backward from'the ad- 
verse weather conditions of March .and 
April have not made thc progress desired. 
Their development, however, though it 
has been retarded by the lack of sunshine 
nnd warmth, has had the benefit of abun- 
dant and general rainfall. A month of 
seasonable weather, it is believed would, 
render conditions on the whole satisfac- 
tory. In southern nnd central'Europe, 
there is littln in the agricultural situa- 
tion that differs from average years of 
good promi.-ie. In eastern Europe, except- 
ing local complaints of drought, crop 
prospects nre unusually fine. 


DOUBT AS TO ACREAGE.

nounces that on account of the unfav- 
orable weather for planting tobacco dur- 
ing the month of May; throughout a 
large part of the tobneco' growing area 
of the United fitntes it is impossible nt 
the present'time to give nn accurate idea 
of what thn nerenge will be this 'year.

The Onas, a tribe of Indians inhabit- 


ing the mainland of the Tierrn, del Fuego 
island, are physical giants. Their aver- 
age heipht is over 6 feet— a few are 7>/a. 
feet, a few full below 0 feet. The women 
are more corpulent and not so tall. There 
in no raco in the world'with a more per- 
fect physical1 development than that;-of 
the Ona Indians. This' is partly due to 
the topography of the country and the 
distribution of game, which makes long 
marches across the country n. necessity. 


In mentality they fall far belaw.their 


physical attainments. In the past their 
supply of game has been plentiful and 
this inay account for the lack of invent- 
ive genius among them. This lack of 
progressive skill is portrayed to their 
home life, clothing and homos.

At last the public interest attaching 


jfe- 'lo the preservation of Niagara Falls, .as 


one of.if not the greatest scenic exhibitions 
of nature in our wonderful country, has 
-effected on entrance in the national legis- 
lature. President Roosevelt has in sev- 
eral wajs indicated his interest and im- 
pressed his ideas upon the -lines of stop- 
ping the water appropriations and issue 
no further franchises. The efforts 'made 
in Now .York hava been practically .nulli- 
fied by Governor Biggins? refusal to per-, 
mit the^egislative act to take effect, and

.n is fixed in a -"dope,! consisting of a 
lemispherical brass pan-at the end of a 
od of thick copper wire.

•olVcs extremely rapidly;-"is fed by a 
^plishing 'medium, consisting of pulver- 
z'ed diamond'and-"olive oil- 'As the work 
proceeds' the diamond is'constantly wiped 
vith the bare hand to clear it of this 
medium and ascertain how far.the cut- 
,ing process has progressed. The dia- 
mond is set in the dope by means of a 
solder which is an alloy, of lead and'tin. 
This is heated until it is kneadflble, when 
t is pressed into the dope and smoothed 
by means of the -fingers' around the pro- 
jecting diamond, which is thus'lield firm- 
ly in place.'

One setter handles about 200 dopes 


every day, and both he and the'diamond 
jolisher get numerous particles of lead 
illoy into their fingers and the palms of 
their hands, and sooner or later lead-poi- 
soning i« apt to result.

replace the lead alloy for fixing the dia- 
mond in the dope. The medium must be 
sufficiently cheap to be adopted by the 
diamond setters and it must fulfill the 
various conditions of the work.

TRAIN STUDENTS *OR JOURNALISM 


State Dnlveriltr-Crlvc* Ifew CHOP" In *w 


Duration for »Wip»jmr Work. 


MADISOJ^ Wis.,,June,16.—The.train- 


ing of students -for newspaper w,ork is a 
new field of activity which the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin has entered -upon dui- 
ing the past year^ and which is to be de- 
veloped and extended next year. While 
there have always been a number of stud- 
ents in the university preparing for jour- 
nalistic woric, no particular provision has 
been>made for giving thern^, practical' 
training in thc'details of newspaper work 
until the beginning o"f the present year. 
At that time a course in newspaper writ^ 
ing was Offered in the'English depart- 
ment, and was elected by^spme tliirty 
students interested in journalism. As a. 
result of the enthusiasm manifested by 
the students in this new work, a Univer- 
sity P.ress club' was organized with ' a 
membership of fifty. For next year a 
four yeais1 course has been -outlined for 
students preparing themselves for a jour- 
nalistic career. 


: GIVES PRACTICAL TRAINING. 


The course in newspaper writing offer- 


ed this year by Professor 'Willard i<J. 
Bleyer, who has had experience in news- 
paper work, has been designed to give 
the students practical training in Teport- 
ing The members of the class have been 
assigned to "cover" local events of var- 
ious kinds and have turned in the reports 
to the instructor to be edited _and criti- 
cised. The students have been given prac- 
tice in reporting even-thing from foot- 
ball garne^ to political^speeches, and from 
weddings to fire*. The members of .the 
class were requiied to interview stud- 
ents, members of the faculty, and alumni 
on such timely topics as the, football sit- 
uation, and the honor system at Wiscon- 
sin, and to prepare these interviews for 
publication. 


The news reports of interest were pub- 


lished from time to time in the Daily 
Cardinal and,the'local papers.

EUROPEAN CROP SITUATION 


Bad Wiatlt»r In Parts of Bnrope, But Good 


In Southern Bosnia. 


WASHINGTON, June 19.—The Euro- 


pean crop situation is told in the follow- 
ing June summary of conditions abroad, 
issued by the department of agriculture:
